T heir 
rem aining am m unition

sists of a rgu m e nts to prov e tha t c e r­ 
tain of the offenses charg» *! against 
the gov ernor are not im peachable. 
T he v ote w as tak en in secret ses­ 
sion after Bpeeches by the opposing 
attorneys. 


J udge Cullen Presides. 


W hen the tim e cam e for the court 
to rend er its decision Presiding .lud e 
Cullen announced tha t he did not feel 
inclined to use the pow er granted him 
u nd er the rules to be the lirst to ex­ 
p re ss an opinion. 
“ My b rethren.” he said, "you will 
readily app reciate tha t the point which 
has been discussed go« >s to the v ery 
foundation of this proceeding. 
If de­ 
cided in one w ay the proceedings must 
necessarily stop. 
You hav e the pow er 
to d e a r the c ou rt for priv ate consu l­ 
ta tion u nder the rules.” 
T his was done on motion of Judge 
Cull# *, but the v ote was la te r an* 
nou*M« <d in a brief public session and 
the record of the proceedings was im­ 
m ediately m ade public. 
It showed tha t a tentativ e roll call 
on the motion was im m ediately tak en 
and the presiding judge deliv ered a 
long speech on the points a t issue, 
w hen his nam e was called, thirte e nth 
cn the list. 
Ju dge C ullen's opinion, in substance, 
w as tha t the prov ision of the consti­ 
tution which limited the acts of the 
legislatu re in e xtra session to such 
su b jects as w ere recom m ended to It 
by the gov ernor should be giv en a 
reasonable construction. 


Upholds the 
Prosecution.

session.”

Constitution 
Declares 
Legislative

In response to an inquiry by the 
Dispatch, Attorney General Lyndon 
A. Smith has transmitted the copy 
of the opinion which affects the pro­ 
posed city manager plan which char­ 
ter commissions of Brainerd 
and 
Little Falls favored. 
At Brainerd the plan was to be 
submitted to the voters and at Little 
Falls matters had progressed so far 
that the proposed charter had al­ 
ready been published in the papers. 
The copy of the opinion given in 
answer to a request from the Winona 
charter commission reads: 
September 16, 1913. 
William Codman, Esq., 
President Winona Charter & Com­ 
mission Board, 
Winona, Minnesota. 
Dear Sir: 
Your favor of September 12th to 
.attorney General Lyndon A. Smith 
has been by him handed to me for a t­ 
tention. 
You inquire whether under the 
constitution of this state a city may 
adopt a charter in which it is pro­ 
vided that the chief executive officer 
of the city shall be a city manager 
and delegating to the mayor minor 
duties, such 
as accepting 
process 
when such city is sued, etc. 
You call our attention to the city 
charter of Sumter, South Carolina, 
and also to other cities having the 
so-called city manager form of gov­ 
ernment. 
The plan of government 
adopted by Sumter provides for three 
commissioners, or more. 
These com­ 
missioners have authority to employ 
a city manager whose, duties are to 
administer the affairs of the city. As 
1 understand It, the form adopted in 
the Ohio cities follows the Sumter 
plan. 
You desire to know whether under 
our constitution the Sumter plan 
may be adopted. 
Section 36, article 
4 of the constitution of the State of 
Minnesota provides, 
among 
other 
things: 
“ It shall be a feature of all such 
charters that there shall be provided, 
among other things, for a mayor or 
chief magistrate, and a legislative 
body of either one or two houses.” 
Under the provisions of our consti­ 
tution the legislative functions of 
the council cannot be delegated. 
In 
the case of Minneapolis 
Gas 
Light 
Company vs. City of Minneapolis 36 
Minn. 159, at page 162, Mr. Justice 
Mitchell says: 
“Of course, it is elementary that 
public powers and trusts of a gov­ 
ernmental nature, and involving the 
exercise of 
legislative 
discretion, 
cannot be delegated to others by the 
city council." 
The same learned Justice, in re 
Wilson 32 Minn. 14.*), at page 148, 
says : 
“ But this power to regulate is ves­ 
ted in the city council. 
It is a pow­ 
er which they cannot delegate to any 
person or officer.” 
It seems, therefore, that any plan 
in which the legislative powers of 
the council are delegated to a man­ 
ager, would be contrary to the pro­ 
visions of our constitution. 
There 
can be no legal objection, however, to 
delegating ministerial duties to such 
manager. 
This rule is clearly stat­ 
ed in the case of Jewell Belting Com­ 
pany vs. Village of Bertha, 91 Minn 
9. 
“Merely ministerial functions may 
he delegated to an officer or commit­ 
tee. 
Harcourt vs. Common Council, 
62 N. J. L. 158, 40 Atl. 690. 
But 
such power as requires the exercise 
of judgment and discretion must be 
performed by the body Itself.”

Constitution 
Declares 
Legislative 
Functions of the Council Can­ 
not be Delegated 
In response to an inquiry by the 
Dispatch, Attorney General Lyndon 
A. Smith has transmitted the copy 
of the opinion which affects the pro­ 
posed city manager plan which char­ 
ter commissions of Brainerd 
and 
Little Falls favored. 
At Brainerd the plan w’as to be 
submitted to the voters and at Little 
Falls matters had progressed so far 
that the proposed charter had al­ 
ready been published in the papers. 
The copy of the opinion given in 
answer to a request from the Winona 
charter commission reads: 


September 16, 1913. 
William Codman, Esq., 
President Winona Charter & Com­ 
mission Board, 
Winona, Minnesota. 
Dear Sir: 
Your favor of September 12th to 
attorney General Lyndon A. Smith 
has been by him handed to me for at­ 
tention. 
You inquire whether under the 
constitution of this state a city may 
adopt a charter in which it is pro­ 
vided that the chief executive officer 
of the city shall be a city manager 
and delegating to the mayor minor 
duties, such 
as accepting 
process 
when such city is sued, etc. 
You call our attention to the city 
charter of Sumter, South Carolina, 
and also to other cities having the 
so-called city manager form of gov­ 
ernment. 
The plan of government 
adopted by Sumter provides for three 
commissioners, or more. 
These com­ 
missioners have authority to employ 
a city manager whose, duties are to 
administer the affairs of the city. As 
I understand it, the form adopted in 
the Ohio cities follows the Sumter 
plan. 
You desire to know whether under 
our constitution the Sumter plan 
may be adopted. 
Section 36, article 
4 of the constitution of the State of 
Minnesota provides, 
among 
other 
things: 
“ it shall be a feature of all such

"But this power to regulate is ves­ 
ted in the city council.

er which they cannot delegate to any 
person or officer.” 
It seems, therefore, that any plan 
in which the legislative powers of 
the council are delegated to a man­ 
ager, would be contrary to the pro­ 
visions of our constitution. 
There 
can be no legal objection, however, to 
delegating ministerial duties to such 
manager. 
This rule is clearly stat­ 
ed in the case of Jewell Belting Com­ 
pany vs. Village of Bertha, 91 Minn. 
9. 
“Merely ministerial functions may 
be delegated to an officer or commit­ 
tee. 
Harcourt vs. Common Council, 
62 N. J. L. 158, 40 Atl. 690. 
But 
such pow'er as requires the exercise 
of judgment and discretion must be 
performed by the body itself.”
